TWO .'JUNK DEALERS
, . GET JAIL SENTENCES.
Reuben and, Louis Lubchansky Gat
Four Months for Theft of Block Tin.

Reuben and Louis Lubchansky, New
London junk dealers, were sentenced
to four months In Jail for the theft of
pig tin from a. freight car of the New,,
Haven road in the criminal superior
court in this city Friday morning. Ben-
jamin Cherkasky, Oscar Palmer, Earl
May and Truman Brown, all of whom
were, implicated in the theft, . were
sentenced, to four months in Jail, but
they were placed on probation for one
year. . . i . .

- The cases have' been pending in the
superior court for about a month. At
the opening of the January session of
the court Palmer, Brown and May, all
of whom are railroad men, ple&ded
guilty to the charge, but the Lub
chansky brothers pleaded not guilty.
Later Cherkasky was presented on a
bench warrant and pleaded not guilty.
Friday morning, .however, the Lub- -
chanskys and Cherkasky changed their
pleas to guilty.

State Attorney Hull reviewed the
circumstances of the case and told the
court about the crime with which the
accused .were charged. Attorneys for
the accused made pleas for leniency
and urged the court to make the sen
tence as light as possible-Judg- e

Reed, in imposing the sen-
tences, said that the matters were
hard ones to dispose of in view of the
circumstances. He then pronounced
the sentences of four months in jail
for the Lubchansky brothers, who are
to serve their terms, and made the
sentences in the cases of the other
four men the same, but allowed them
to go on probation.

The court also disposed of several
other matters. Judge Reed heard a
motion of Attorney Clayton B. Smith
to accept a cash bond of $500 in the
case of Sergeant Rossi, who is in the
countv jail in New London, charged
with felonious assault. Attorney Smith
said that " Rossi could secure a cash
bond of $500, and the motion was
granted.

The case against Irene M. Sevigny of
New London,' charged with the theft
of J Simon Fides, Was nolled on
the motion of State Attorney Hull., who
said that there was some doubt about
the case.

FAVOR TOLL BRIDGE
ACROSS THE THAMES

Earnings Would Pay for Cost and En,
tail No Expense to State.

. On, Friday a , meeting was' held in
the New London Chamber, of Com-
merce rooms at the request of the
Hartford automobile club, to consider
the project of completing the diagonal
trunk line through the state from
Hartford to New London upon which
several sections have been built
through the towns voting part of their
road money. The plans call for a
route through Salisbury to New Lon-
don and Stonington,

The .project has .been .held up for thepast two or three years on account of
no state appropriation being made for
state highways or trunk lines. It is
hoped that this year the legislature
will see fit to make an appropriation
large enough so that this very impor-
tant work may be completed.

Someone
outside of the fire department' was re
sponsible for the second alarm, which
came in just before the deputy chief
and the auto pumper arrived on the
scene. On the second alarm the Main
street chemical and the West Side
chemical responded, but Chemical No.
3 from the Falls station was held at
the Central station with the aerial
truck by Chief Howard L. Stanton,

Inspirina Address by Rev. A. W. Bur-do- n

Strouse pictured a prophet as he ap-
pears to the mind. A prophet is a
ma nwho is thinking of a day coming
xnat is called God s day, he said. A
prophet is a man who had a burden
on his heart and wants to reconcile
men to God.

Dr. Sly spoke relative to points that
snonid oe observed in Sunday school
teaching. The need of. teachers, being
prepared and the schools providing the
best equipment. He emphasized the
ract that there ought to be in every
Sunday school a prospective teachers'
class.

Our Baptist Heritage.
Rev. A. W. Burdon. pastor of theFederated church spoke on Our Bap

tist Heritage in History and in part
ne saia:

One approaches church historv
amidst a "babble' of sounds, for an en-
emy hand a Stream of conflicting voic-
es demand a hearing. These voices
come to us first, as a gentle stream
from a peaceful mountain side, butgaining in volume, and power, until
it becomes a mighty torrent. Leaping
around us and surging over us untilit seems as if we shall never, never
find the surface; nor set our feet upon
the shore.' Though we cannot claim an un-
broken apostalic line of Baptists from
the beginning it is important in our
thinking- to remember that always
there have been men, or groups whose
principles and practice, was. identical
with our own, claiming the right - to
worship God according to the dictates
of the human conscience, and against
the established order of things, whichbrought . danger to! the puritv of the
Gospel, as taught by Jesus" Christ."

- The Earliest Protest. ;"
The earliest protest that succeeded,

was that of Montanism about the
middle of the second century as Mon-tan- us

gathered about him a number
of enthusiastic followers, among whom
was Testulian.

They condemned the Catholic church
for her worldly ptr!t. The Montan
ists opposed worldly tendencies, advo-
cating a return to the New Testament
idea of a spirited. Church. They in
sisted on confining hurch membership

giving clear evidence of re
generation by the Holy Point.

They baptised onlv believers, and
practiced the one form that was em-
ployed during the second century,
namely, immersion: and finally were
driven out of the Catholic enmmunins.

We have been told tht they were
Baptists in every thing except name.

They appear to be so well establish-
ed r prove for their claim. We can
not dismiss it without saying that the
doctrines which they advocated. ar
the very ones which in the course of
time came to be the distinguishing
feature in the programme of our de
nominational fathers.

Passing to the third century we
meet a propaganda of these - same
principles among the Noratians. Or
ganized about the middle of the cen
tury by Novatianus, a presbyter of
Rome. :

The name "Novatiani" by which this
sect was known, was applied to them
by their . enemies. They preferred the
name-Cathar- i The-Pure.- ) . ..

Novatains and his followers were ex
communicated by Rome in 257 H. D.
and . from then on . claimed to be the
only ,true church- - All converts who
came to them from the. Mother church
they insisted upon and in
this sense they were . the . original
Ana-baptist- s.- Persecution ' was . ruth-
lessly employed for their extermina
tion, but only had with the effect to
deepen' their convictions, - and extend
their i influence and they may clearly
trace to the 6th and 7th century. (We
cannot pass without a word in-- regard
to a. sect-tha- t arose in the fourth cen-
tury; the .Donatus. The explantion for
this sect is a controversy." that arose
over the character of the - Ttain's
church.-..- - J

On-on- hand there were those who
believed th church Is a school for
laming goodnss. On the other hand
there wer' thos who- - contnded- the
chnrch la already a graduate body of
holy beings. These latter were "the
Donatists. Our reason for placing them
